CIRCULAR LETTER.

The Owl Creek Harmony Regular Baptist Association to the Churches 
composing her body: 

Dear BRETHREN-—Through the goodness of our Heavenly 
Father, we are again permitted to greet you with our annual 
Christian salutation. We will address you in as brief a manner 
as possible, upon the subject of Peace. This is one of the most 
beautiful words in the English language, and is often made use 
of in the sacred Scriptures. O, what wondrous love was mani- 


fested, when the Savior appeared upon the cross, by whose death 
we are reconciled to God, and by whose life we are saved. This 
is one of the most interesting deeds in behalf of fallen man, 
which we are made to realize when we'contemplate what a gulf 


and deep chasm separated between us and our God; and oh 
what inexpressible joy springs up in the soul of that individual 
who has been made to feel the sentence of God’s law hanging 
over him; and when he is led by faith to view the Savior as his 
advocate with God, oh. how forcible at this point he is made to 
realize that expression of the Savior to His disciples. when He 
said, ‘‘Peace I leave with vou; my peace I give unto you.” And 
this peace cannot be disturbed, and those for whom it is made 
| are saved; for Paul declares—‘‘For if when we were enemies we 
were reconciled to God by the death ot His son, much more be- 
ing reconciled we shall be saved by His lite.” But there is a 


peace between brethren that is necessary to be considered, Un- 
__ less peace prevails in the church, we have not the promise of the 
| presence of our Father. Paul exhorts the Church at Corinth to

live in peace, and the God of love and peace shall be with you, 
but when the opposite of peace gets among God’s people, we 
see divisions, brethren failing to meet together; yea, churches 
losing their visibility. When this state of things dccurs, we tail 
to glorify God; and to manifest that we are the disciples of that 
character who is of a meek and quiet spirit, therefore let us love 
as brethren, and endeavor to keep tho unity of the Spirit in the 
bonds of peace. Farewell.
